DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 8/5/08 has been entered and made of record. 
Claims 1 -1 9, 23-25, 28 and 44 - 45 are canceled. 

Claims 20 - 22, 26 - 27, 29 - 31 , 33 - 43, are pending in the application. 
In response to Applicant's remarks filed on 8/5/08 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection under 103 has been withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 8/5/08 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive see remarks on page 7, with respect to claims 19- 26, 28-29, 31 , 40 and 43- 
45 the rejection under 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn and claims 20 - 22, 26 - 27, 29 - 31 , 33 - 43, are 
allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 20 - 22, 26 - 27, 29 - 31 , 33 - 43, are allowed and Renumbered as 1 -20. 

As pointed out by the applicant's Remark, see page 7-8, filed on 8/5/08 with 
respect to claims 32, 36, 38 and 42 have been fully considered and as a result 
amended claim 32, 36, 38 and 42 is now indicated allowable, as they include allowable 
subject matter of the objected claims 32, 36, 38 and 42 (as pointed in the last office 
action date 5/6/08).
